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Changes Stili Due 


The House of Commons has approved 
the budget—which was brought down six 
weeks ago—‘in principle’. The members 
thereby declared that the Government has 
their approval in presenting a financial 
statement covering proposed operations of 
the coming year. Two amendments which 
challenged the right of the Government 
to thus draft the year’s program were re- 
jected by heavy majorities. 

In thus declaring confidence in the 
Government the members did not of cour 
pledge themselves to pass the budget with 
out changes in any particulars. The vote 
does carry, by inference, their approval of 
its general scope and structure; but there 
may be many, and very important, changes 
in detail as the program is gone through 
item by item. 

In the interval since the budget was 
introduced one alteration has been made, 
under pressure of public opinion. The pro- 
posal to impose a duty on steel pipes and 
tubing has been dropped. But the already 
existing tariff on Diesel engines has not 
been removed. This should go by the board 
during the detailed discussion. The fish- 
ing industries on both coasts, and industry 
in general, would benefit.

Federal “Disallowance”’ 


There has been some confusion about 
the attitude of the federal governm 
with regard to three acts of the Saskatche- 
wan legislature whose validity was con- 
tested by the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
the Hudson’s Bay Company and the Do- 
minion Mortgage and Loan Corporation. It 
has been widely reported that federal 
authorities approved these acts because 
they refused to disallow them. 

In point of accuracy, the federal gov- 
ernment did not express approval of the 
acts at all but merely of “a recommenda- 
tion of the minister of justice that these 
acts be left to such operation as they may 
have”. This means that they may still.be 
challenged in the courts. It does not mean 
that Ottawa has pronounced upon the 
merits of the legislation at all. Ottawa has 
mnerely declined to exercise f 
disallowance enjoyed by the 
under the British North America Act

Why Go to the Woods? 


There is room to surmise that it would 
be easier to get the needed additional 34, 
000 men into the lumber woods in Canada 
if a temporary embargo were placed on 
the export of lumber to the United States. 

Cutting down trees is hard work, and 
living in a camp in the woods has only a 
limited appeal. But if it were known that 
the lumber produced would go into houses 
which are so badly needed in Canada, 
patriotism would play some part in induc- 
ing men to offer for this necessary service. 
There is no such inducement when it is 
known that the lumber, though needed in 
Canada, will be shipped out in enormous 
quantities, 

In ordinary conditions the man cutting 
the timber would have no interest in where 
the lumber would go.

He said the designing of a land 
tenure policy was the responsibility 
of provincial and municipal author- 
ity. “It is a great privilege and re- 
sponsibility,” he added. 

The speaker referred to residents 
of special areas where land was 
being re-leased to them or to a 
taxpayer in a municipality who 
through arrears of taxes had lost 
the equity of his estate. For these 
the essentials of a satisfactory 
leasehold were as follows: 

SECURITY OF TENURE through- 
out the active life of a farmer, pos- 
sibly a maximum of 50 years.”
